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Washington, July 16.—Twenty-four 
hours will. see the end of the work of 
the senate and house conferees on the 
tariff bill and @ substantial agreement 
upon the questions at Issue except the 
five propositions—iren ore..coal, hides, 
oll and lumber—upon which the presi- 
dent stands firm for radical reductions 
o: even abolition of tariff.

pulse of competition behind the tariff 
wall, would reduce the cost of produc- 
tion and that, with the reduction and 
the cost of production, the tariff rate 
would become unnecessarily high and 
ought to be reduced. 

This was the normal operation of | 
the teriff as claimed by the defenders 
of the protective system—not in every 
case, but as a general rule—that of 
course a revision of the tariff could 
not be perfect, must have defects and 
inconsistencies, but insofar as his in- 
ffuence went, when called upon to act 
in connection with tegislation, it 
would be thrown in the direction of

No decision has been reached definitely 
concerning tops. 

The acceptance of the senate silk 
schedule provides specific duties instead 
of the existing ad valorem rates. The 
change was made chiefly to prevent the 
undervaluations of silks. velvets and 
chenilles, manufactured in Japan at a 
low cost. 

Cheap Stk Duties Reduced. 

The duty on cheap grades of silk has 
been reduced, but an increase was made 
on the’ mire costly silks, velvets, 
chehilles and chiffons. It is estimated 
that the new rates will yield more 
than three million dollars above the 
revenues from importations of silks 
under the Dingley law. 

it was expected that the cotton 
schédules would be disposed of today, 
but Representative Payne was not 
ready to proceed, desiring to digest the 
senate specific rates before agreein 
to accept them. It is charged that the 
senate rates will result in heavy’ in- 
creases on many high grades of cotton 
goods, but the senate conferees have 
insisted that the specific rates will op- 
erate to carry out the intent of the 
Dingley act. They say that court de- 
cisions have resulted Mm bringing down 
the duties paid by importers on cotton 
goods to figures “ridiculously low.” 

Another important schedule disposed 
of today was wines, spirits and liquors. 
The senate treated this schedule as be- 
longing to the class of luxuries and 
made an tncrease amounting to about 
15 per cent on most of the articles 
under the head of spirits. It is esti- 
mated that these rates will produce 
about $3,000,000 annually more than is 
derived under the Dingley rates.

REPORT IS MADE 
ON BOLL WEEVIL 


Government Expert Says It 
Is Not So Bad This 


Year. 


Délias, Texas, July 16.—Professor W. 
DP. Hunter, the government boll weevil 
expert, made public a report ~ today, 
saying the present status of the weevil 
is not so bad as at the same time last 
year. Dry weather is destroying 50 
per cent of the weevils. 

Following is the summary of 
fesscr Hunter's report: 

“In general, it has been found that 
central and northern Texas prairie 
regions, less than 10 per cent of the 
fruit is infested. In the valleys nat- 
urally the infection is somewhat heav- 
ier: in southern Texas from 10 to 25 
per cent of the fruit is infested. In 
northern Louisiana the infection of 
fruit ranges between 5 and 10 per cent. 
In Louisiana, south of Boyce, the  in- 
fection ranges up to 20 per cent. In 
Mississippi, in the neighborhood of 
Natchez, 45 per cent of the fruit is 
infested, but the infection decreases to 
the east and north of that piace. Early 
in the season the indicatiops were that 
the present season would show more 
than the normal damage by =the 
weevil. The climatic conditions ob- 
taining between the time of the ap- 
pearance of the bulk of the hibernated 
weevils in the field, and this time have 
been very adverse to the insects. In 
faet, these conditions have had the ef- 
fect of changing the outlook entirely. 
Dry weather is now destroying from 50 
per cent of the weevils in the squares 
that fall to the ground in ‘Texas, to 
about 20 per cent in Louisiana. The 
present status of the weevil is less 
threatening than last vear. This is 
especially the case throughout Texas 
on account of the very dry weather.”

That Binds,’ together with the ritual 
of the Methodist church for the laying 
of a corner stone; and an address by 
Dr. Daves. The Scripture lesson was 
read by Rev. T. J. Christian, of 
Gainesville. 

Address of Dr. Daves | 

Dr. Daves said that such an occa- 
sion raised the question as to the 
meaning and purpose of the church. 


Every institution and every faith held 
by men was being critically examined 
by the age in which we live. Unless | 
it served some useful end, it could not 
stand such investigation; but if it did. , 
it was certain to endure. The church 
in common with other § institutions, 
must meet the issue. 

Dr. Daves gave three reasons for 
the existence of the church: First, that 
it proclaimed a positive gospel for the 
salvation of men. The age, gaid he, 
might be represented by an interroga- 
tion point, and many men’s gospel con- 
sisted of negations rather than affirma- 


tions: but there was no reason for a 
church that did not unhesitatingly pro- 
claim faith in such things as men 
could not discover by human research. 
Among those mentioned were the ex- 
istence of God, the spiritual nature of 
man, redemption from sin and eternal 
life. 

Second, the church stood for the vital 
presence of God in nature, in history, 
and in the life of man. There is a 
vast deal of practical atheism in the 
conduct of men, as there is of theo- 
retical atheism in the philosophies of 
men. But conscious touch with God 
is the fundamental need of the human 
soul. No other organization could rep- 
resent this as a fact. 

Third, the church stood for the pur- 
pose of God to redeem all men and to 
bring them into the fellowishp of a 
common faith in Him. The sweep of 
the Christian's idea was to present 
every man perfect in Christ Jesus. Mis- 
sionary effort at home and abroad was 
the expression of this. Christian ef- 
fort In saving others was the interpre- 
tation of divine purpose of the proph- 
et’'s dream and of the Savior’s. passion.

Dr. Daves concluded his address with 
an appeal to those present to dedicate 
their lives anew to the church which 
meant so much in the plan of God and 
in the history of nations.

BRINGS CLASH 


; ‘Mr. McMichael and Dr. 
Glenn in Wordy Dispute. 


LA Number of Prominent Edu- 
cators Appeared Before the 
Committee on Education. 
Several Administraiive Bills 
Under Advisement. 


The hearing before the committee 
yn education of the house, held yester- 
day, for the purpose of discussing 
pending house bills to reorganize the 
administrative features of the public 
school system of the state, drew out 
some exceedingly personal references 
and resulted in a wordy clash between 
Mr. McMichael, of Marion, chairman of 
the committee, and Dr. G. R. Glenn, 
who appeared in opposition to the bill. 

The committee had been listening for 
two or three hours to remarks of prom- 
inent educators of the state and in 
reference to the proposed administra- 
tive changes. Finally Dr. Glenn, of the 
North Georgia Agricultural college, 
was called to the stand by Mr. Mc- 
Michael, and asked about a card ap- 
pearing over his signature in an At- 
lanta paper Thursday criticising the 
pending bills. 

In the course of his article Dr. Glenn 
made the following statement: 

“Mr. McMichael, the chairman of the 
educational committee of the house, 
#nd author of the most drastic, in my 
opinion, of the pending bills, is admit- 
.tedly an agent in the employ of the 
Charles E. Merrill Company, a very 
large school book publishing house, 
and it is for you and not for me to say 
whether in this matter he is a patriot 
or a partisan, and acting wholly un- 
selfishly or from bias or prejudice.” 

“What bearing has my connection 
with the book company upon these 
pending bills?” asked Mr. MeMichael. 

“None, Mr. McMichael,” replied Dr. 
Glenn. “Is there any in your own 
mind?’ 

Mr. McMichael insisted it was an at- 
tempt to arouse prejudice against him. 
He then wanted to know who paid 
for the published communication of Dr. 
Gienn, and was assured that it had 
been paid for by Dr. Glenn himself, 
and that the receipt was in his pocket 
at the time. 

That he intended no reflection upon 
the chairman of the committee was re- 
peatedly insisted upon by Dr. Glenn. 
Finally he said he made the statement 
in his article as a “pleasantry.” 

Alexander Not Satisfied. 

This disposition of the matter did 
not seem to satisfy Mr. Alexander, of 
DeKalb. 

“Have the school book publishing 
houses any interest in this proposed 
legislation?” he asked. 

Dr. Glenn did not know that they 
had. 

Mr. Alexander: “I am a member of 
this committee, and I am opposed to 
any book publishing house; Mr. Me- 
Michael’s or any other, meddling in 
this matter with the idea of getting 
their books adopted.” 

Mr. Meadows, of Toombs: “Did it oc- 
cur to you, Dr. Glenn, that the pro- 
posed state board of education might 
have something to do wtih the chang- 
ing the text-bDooks that are used in the 
schools?” 

Dr. Glenn: “The bill of Mr. Me- 
Michael is the only bill which brings 
that suggestion to my mind.” 

Mr. McMichael: “Then vou thought 
I was working to get some books 
adopted in the schools?” 

Dr. Glenn: “I intended no refiection. 
It was a mere pleasantry.” 

Educators Discuss Bill. 

A score of educators, county school 
commissioners and representatives of 
book publishing houses were present 
at the hearing before the committee 
on education yesterday.

It is not to be expected that the people of America would approve a 
tax that levied a 1 or 2 per cent tribute upon all business that is incorpor- 
ated: while exempting business, in many instances enjoying like profit, for 
the unjust reason that its ownership was of personal] or partnership nature. 

Nor is it reasonable to assume that the tremendous fortune based upon 
real estate holdings, or property represented in the ownership of bonds, 
would be willingly relieved from their share of governmental expense; and 
that is the modus operandi of the so-called “corporation” tax. 

It is a safe assertion that if the people at large realized how easily, 
under corporation tax, the burden will be shifted to the consumer, the pro- 
tests at Washington would be quadrupled. 

On the othcr hand, there is the just and equitable principle of the in- 
come tax, to defeat or defer which Senator Aldrich is championing the.al- 
leged tax on corporations. The senate compromised with its advocacy of 
the income tax by agreeing to submit it in the form of a federal constitu- 
tional amendment to the various states, instead of directly enacting it into 
law. This course was adopted in face of the fact that the complexion of 
the supreme court has altered completely since that body, by one “switched” 
with the present probabil- 
ities all pointing to an approval. 

The futility of the constitutional amendment route is pointed out by 
The Springfield (Mass.) Republican, when it says t..at, “thirteen men in 
New Hampshire can defeat the income tax amendment, twenty in Rhode 
Island and eighteen in Connecticut. It is not difficult to count up nine 
other legislatures whose senates might easily decline to take affirmative 
action.” 

The corporation tax is defended on the ground that it-is only a “tem- 
porary substitute” for the income tax. We do not see where the clear-cut 
statement of The Republican leaves the exponent of such a plea.

ONE MAN’S POWER AT WASHINGTON. 


Regardless of the fact that his career does not appear to have been 
f-amed toward the best interests of his country, Senator Aldrich, of Rhcde 
Isjand, is one of the most significant and striking exemplifications of the 
cld platitude that “knowledge is power.” 

Admittedly, he is the master of the situation in legislation touching the 
tariff, and has been throughout the arduous and tiring ordeal which has sent 
the fearfully and wonderfully reconstructed bill into the conference room. 

Log-rolling or innocent interests might assume on his ignorance of some 
slight or apparently unimportant schedule to jam through or repeal a speci- 
fied duty. But never did they find him napping. Nc matter whether the 
discussion turnec on pineapples or cétton or champagne or-fancy work, he 
was there with facts and figures and argument. 

Sometimes, the republican “insurgents,” and the more alert of the dem- 
ocrats, got behind his statistics and made him qualify or retract his asser- 
tions. 

Even then his contentions won in the end, for the simple reason that 
along wita his knowledge of books, he had knowledge of human nature, and 
he knew how to play avarice and selfishness against each other in a pinch. 

So that it gets back, after all, simply to a question of knowledge, which 
is a commodity acquired by hard study, application and never-resting obcer- 
vation, whether the target is the printed page or the inscrutabilities of the 
human mind and heart. 

And at the climax of tariff legislation, while the future law is being 
actually framed in the conference chamber, he still stands out as the one 
masterful figure, his luster and power dimmed but slightly by that of -he 
president, and not at all by that of Sereno Payne, spokesman for the house 
conferees. 

The spectacle is a curious and somewhat baffling comment on so-called 
American institutions. For it is exceedingly doubtful if any single indivia- 
ual in a European country, monarchy or tyranny, could juggle in his hands

The necessity for a general revision 
of the Georgia laws governing taxa- 
tion to the end of securing a more 
equitable and fair system of taxation, 
engaged the thoughtful attention of 
the house yesterday morning. 

The house finally adopted a resolu- 
tion calling for a tax conference to be 
held in Atlanta some time during the 
year to take up and discuss this ques- 
tion. The delegates to the proposed 
conference are to be chosen by the 
grand juries in each county and are 
to serve without remuneration. 

The plan to which the house gave its 
approval was warmly criticised. Sev- 
eral members insisted that it would 
accomplish nothing tangible; that it 
would be impossible to secure compe- 
tent men to give up a month of their 
time to such a fruitless discussion; and 
that men who had not made a special 
study of the subject of taxation would 
be entirely at sea in such a conven- 


tion. 
The discussion started with a reso- 


lution by Mr. Anderson, of Chatham, 
calling for the appointment of a joint 
commission of five members of the 
house and three members of the sen- 
ate to sit during the legislative interim 
and suggest a new state system of tax- 
ation. ’ 

A substitute by Dr. Hardeman, of 
Jackson, proposed a tax conference to 
be called by the governor. As a sub- 
stitute to the Hardeman _ resolution, 
Messrs. Stovall, of Elbert, and Brown, 
of Murray, proposed that the selection 
of delegates be left to the grand jury 
in each county. 

The substitute of Dr. Hardeman, as 
thus amended, was passed by the house 
by a vote of 103 to 37.

The object of the resolution, as ex- 
plained by Dr. Hardeman, was to se- 
cure a more equitable adjustment of 
the tax laws of Georgia; to maké all 
property within the state bear a more 
equal share of the burden of taxation. 
This was likewise the object sought 
by the Anderson resolution. 

In criticising the move, Mr. Hall, of

SENATE. KILLS 
EXEMPTION BILL 


Declines to Exempt Crops 
From Taxes. 


Resolution Is Passed Providing 
for Joint Committee to Pro- 
pose Tax Legislation to Get 
at Hidden Property --- Game 

. Law Ready for Passage. 


An interesting fight was waged in 
the senate yesterday over the biJl by 
Senator Sellers of the third, which pro- 
posed an amendment to the state con- 
stitution permitting the general assem- 
bly to exempt from taxation, agricul- 
tural products in the hands of the pro- 
ducer. 

The bill received 29 votes, lacking 

only a single vote of passing the sen- 
ate, a two-thirds majority being re- 
quired in the case of constitutional 
amendments. The president’s favorable 
vote would have passed the measure, 
but as he was opposed to it, he did not 
vote. 
Many senators took part in the de- 
bate. Senator Harrgll, who opposed the 
bill. offered an amendment making the 
provision that the exemption should 
hold good only for the year following 
the making of such crops, which was 
adopted. 

‘Senator Sellers made a strong speech 
in advocacy of his measure, arguing 
that this exemption was due the farm- 


ers of Georgia, upon whom the state’s 
prosperity is dependent.

Death from natural causes was the 
verdict of the coroner's jury yester- 
day morning at 8 o'clock at Harry G.

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SENSATIONAL BREAK 
IN COTTON MARKET 


Government Report‘on the Boll 
Weevil the Cause---30 to 
36 Points Off. 


7 Ct 

New York, July 16.—A report on the 
boll weevil situation by the govern- 
ment entomologist threw the remain- 
ing long Interest in the local market 
into @ panic today and resulted in a 
sensational break in prices. The 
close was a few points up from the 
lowest, but barely steady in tone, and 
at a net loss of 30@36 points. 

The market had opened weak at a 
decline of 2 points on July, but gen- 
erally 15 to 24 points lower, under a 
renewal of the heavy liquidation which 
has been the feature since the recent 
bull movement culminated at the high 
level of last  aageawa Lag = there a 
appeared to more or less pressu 
from local bears who were crobably 
encouraged by easier cables, expecta~- 
tions of better weather in the south- 
west and talk of an improvement in 
the condition of the crop in the east- 
ern belt. December contracts sold at 
12.15 on the ll, 72 points below the 
high level ofthe week, but buying by 
old bulls, who had taken profits freely 
above 12%c, checked the decline. and 
during the- late forenoon the market 
became steadier, onthe detailed Téxas 
weather reports, showing no precipi- 
tation of consequence and continued 
high temperatures, the official fore- 
cast showing no prospect for Texas 
rains aside from showers in the north- 
efn part of the state and a private con- 
dition report, showing a deterioration 
of 1.8 per cent in the average condi- 
tion of the crops since the end of last 
month. December contracts rallied to 
about 12.35 on these factors, but the 
market became sensationally weak 
immediately following the report on 
the boll weevil, the phase of which 
attracting most attention appeared to 
be the statement that the present sit- 
uation wasless threatening than a year 
ago, although the report went on to 
Say that there were still possibilities 
of great damage. The regulting de- 
cline carried all the new crop positions 
below 12 cents once more, with De- 
cember selling at 11.92, 47 points under 
the closing figures of yesterday, and 95 
points below the high figures of last 
Tuesday. The close was up from the 
lowest on covering, but sentiment was 
evidently very ne&vous and unsettled.

The 
improvement in the flood dj in 
the southwest was an additional 
ence in favor of some of that 
There was a good deal of discussion of 
the money market, in view of the ae 
changes indicated for the week ip the 
banking items. The repayment of gOvV- 
ernment deposits and the gold exports 
to Argentina made requirements on 
the New York banks since last Friday 
of upwards of $12,000,000. The inflow 
of cash from the interior still ‘con- 
tinues, although on a diminished scale, 


'so that an offset to this decreage is 


to be reckoned, but it is estimated 
that the net decrease in e¢ash may 
reach the neghborhood of $8,000,000. Of 
even greater interest was the evi- 
dence already at hand of further de- 
pletion of cash next week, unless some 
movements shall spring up to offset 
the heavy demands of the export move- 
ment of gold to Argentina. The amount 
of gold to go out to that destination 
next week from New York is already 
fixed at $8,000,000, or over. The pro- 
portions of this movement are proving 
formidable to other money markets, 
and London discount rates continue to 
harden on account of it, in spite of 
London's ability to call on New York 
to finance the demand. Besides the 
large movement of grain from South. 
America, to make good the-lack of 
our own exportable supplies, .govern-. 
ment financing in the South American 
republic is an important element in. 
the demand for gold. The official. re- 
port of our foreign trade for June suf- 
ficiently explains why foreigners are 
able to control the international \4 
changes. The deficiency in foodstty 
exports restricts the value of the out- 
gs°0, while imports have been $32,587,- 
000 over those of June last year, leav- 
ing a $7,000,000 excess value of imports. 
Not since 1897 had there been an excess 
of import values over exports for any 
single month. Customs receipts at the 
port of New York prove that this import 
movement is undiminished, payments 
during the present week averaging 
Over @ million dollars a day. Customs 
officials express the belief that this 
rush of imports is based on expecta- 
tion that higher rates of duties would 
be adopted in the tariff bill, which 
might be avoided by early importation. 
By reason of the unfavorable merchan- 
dise balance, the payment of Europe's 
debt to South America can be com- 
manded by remittance from New York. 
The news from Washington that a 
Panama canal bond issue is likely to be 
made at an early date, and under a 
comprehensive authorization for the 
whole cost of the canal opens up an- 
other question to be considered in the 
money market and government financial] 
relations. The loan market was per- 
ceptibly firmer today in consonance 
with these conditions. For time loans 
there were fractional advances in in- 
terest rates. Six months money loaned 
at 3% per cent. Not only the over-the- 
year maturity, which has been most 
affected heretofore, but the shorter 
maturities were advanced. An advance 
in the price of pig iron was held as 
confirmatory of the cheerful confidence 
reported in the steel trade. The euc- 
cessive stages of the advance in United 
States Steel to new high records were 
greeted rather as a tribute to the mar- 
ket management than to trade develop- 
ments.
